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RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 

Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action dated June 13, 2005. 

Favorable reconsideration of this application is requested. 

The claims of the present application are specifically directed to a lens having 
a single optic, one or more plate haptics extending from the edge of the optic, and 
the haptics being designed to have outer ends for directly engaging the capsular bag 
of the eye. Because of the design of the haptics being adapted to move the optic 
anteriorly and posteriorly the lens provides accommodation. Further, the haptics 
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have one or more protuberances for directly engaging the capsular bag. The overall 
design is such that the optic moves anteriorly and posteriorly upon constriction and 
relaxation of the cilary muscle of the eye imparting forces directly to the outer ends 
of the haptic, and not some intermediate bag enclosing the optic and haptics like in 
Klaas. 

With respect to the Examiner's comments on page 4 concerning the 
arguments file 01/18/05, it was not Applicant's intent to say or imply that the 
Examiner does not fully understand the invention of Klaas. However, it is 
respectfully submitted that the Examiner is misinterpreting the invention and 
disclosure of Klaas. 

In particular, Klaas discloses an intraocular lens having a lens part 1 which , 
can be shifted when the optical axis of the lens is inclined, and the lens part is 
mounted within an artificial capsule bag 12. The lenses shown in Figures 14 
through 16 are, as stated in Klaas, to form movable lens parts 4 for his lens design 
wherein any of these lenses can go within the bag 12 as the lens part 1.. There is no 
teaching nor suggestion that the lenses of Figures 14 - 15 are to be used other than 
within his bag 12. Figure 16 shows a standard lOL with loop haptics 14 and which 
is not an accommodating lens, but in the case of Klaas is indicated that the lens of 
Fig. 16 is the lens that goes in the bag 12. 

Thus, there is no teaching whatsoever of an accommodating lens as defined in 
the present claims, wherein the outer ends of the haptics are to directly engage the 
capsular bag as defined in independent Claims 9, 25 and 30. The design of the 
present lens is made for the outer ends of the accommodating lens to directly engage 
within the capsular bag. Klaas teaches away from this design. 

Furthermore, a combination of a non-accommodating Fresnel lOL of Schlegel 
with Klaas is not something that one would be motivated to do. Klaas requires a

movable lens within a bag; Schlegel specifically is not a movable lens, and to put it 
in the bag 12 of Klaas would be completely contrary to the teachings of Klaas. 

In view of the foregoing, favorable reconsideration of this application is 
requested.
